thing else? That is the question whick, 
with various uuswers, waa echoed: from 
Great Britain by a recent mail delivery, 
Put in a less blunt phraseology, “ Does 
aptitude for card-playing denote general 
intelligence ?"’ the question is said by Mr, 
Basix Tozen in The Monthly Review (Lon- 
don: Joun Mugnay) to have evoked “a 
controversy almost as fierce as if some vital 
point to do with politics or religion bad 
been broached.” - It prompted him to write 
to a number of prominent people, asking 
for their-opinions on the matter. Mr.-F, 
G. Avuaco, editor of the Hucyclepadia of 
Spert, very fairly admitted that he had 
given up card playing. “ before the modern 
cult of Bridge fell heavily on the Jand,!’ 
and that it was therefore cusy * to condemn 
a weakness which one is free of.’ But if 
his opinion were really wanted, it was that 
good card playera were not necessarily of 
more thun average intelligence. Many 
clever people had been kuown for their 
devotion to cards; but most certainly 
aleverness at Bridge was not a symptom 
of cleverness in other Tiatters. His ex- 
perience of Soelety had endowed him with 
the impression that the young woman 
uildicted to Bridge was ~ 


“a hard-featured, calculating, nervous, ‘nail- 
biting product of ultra-emancipation, and her 
* general intelligence * is in all probability on a 
, level with that of the kohl-eyed playthings that 
cat sweotments in Eastern harems and poor .out 
‘on the world of freedom throngh barred 
windows. She has no longer any taste for 
. music, or, the play, er the picture gallery The 
--mid.-day‘eun,like tha mid-night lamp, finds. her 
staring ‘at the cards or thinking of them. 
Dinner, which, in-a more cultured and loss 
hurried age, was a period of pleasant nutrition 
*, and brilliant conversation, is to her an intor- 
lude of boredom, through which she susteins 
herself only with dreams of the winding hand 
« that will presently be hers.” ;

Dr. Macnamara, 
MLP., considers that to be a good Bridge- 
player denotes merely a specially retentive 
memory, and the faculty of ‘auch close 
attention as. excludes every other thought 
for the time béing. . He ‘thinks ‘that thase 
two qualities may be present in.au individual 
who does not deserve to be regarded as 
“ gonerally intelligent.” It ig rather curious 
that such an authority should overlook the 
general, or rather universal, importance of 
the second quality named. That kind of 
éxclusive attention, which is as rare.at the 
card-table agit is at the desk, and which 
was suggested by Max Norpau as the 
major symptom of absolute sanity, is the 
“eapacity for taking paias” which amounts 


to genius; and ensures success in almost 
any undertaking the fortunate possessor 
may essay. Itie probably not enjoyed in 
completion by more than three por cont. of 
the human rnce. In Buddhism it is tlie 
ideal aimed at by those who would attain 
Nirvana ; and in business it should be the 
policy of all who hope to make their mark.

“Law in the days of Dickens, as ilinatrated by 
qnotations from hia works,” The lecture, given 
ander the auspices of the Hongkong Qda 
Volumes’ Society, was listanadl to with manifost 
appreciation by 6 goed audience. :

Tho Hon, Dr. Clark began his lecture by 
remurking that it would. come Aa 4 surprise to 
many to learn: that tho progresA mado during 
the Victorian era in the admivistration of that 
most conservative of all profousions, the Law, 
was perhaps. oven more marvellous than the 
advanep made in science during the #16 pericd, 
‘As “literature” was tho watchword of the, 
Society, he felt that Le could not better islus- 
trate the changes that had taken place in our 
legal] ‘institutions than by quotations from 
the author who, ho was sre, was known 
and beloved by all of thei. Ho was glad that

That was 
the old Common Lay -conception of the unily 
of man ‘and wife, the wife's identity boing 
completely absorbed in that of hor hasband, 
who could by will oven deprive her of the 
custody of their children after his death. This,

Propotty Acts of 1870, 1874, 1882 and 1893. 
Sho cun now sac and be sued in her owe name, 
“enter into contracts, and = tas absolute 
control of her own earnings. Proceeding,

FAILURE OF EARLY CLOSENG ACT. 
The Early Closing Act. has not been tho 


prove to ba, That: iy now admitted by tho 
officials of the Eurly Closing Association, 

Tho enactment was tho result of sevantoon, 
years’offort and agitation, and was passed iu tho 
House of Commons in the faco of considerable 
opposition, but the lack of unanimity ‘among 
trad amen with rogard to ita provisions and the 
difficulty of construing some of its clauses have 
led to its foiluro. 

*'The Act has boon iu existence for sixteen 
mouths, and it is proctioally’incporative,” said 
Mr, J. A. Stacey, the seoratary of the-arsocia- 
tiva, who took a leading part iu the promotion 
of thy measure, yf “ 

“Lord Avebury still believes, that: somthing 
may be done with it; but I think there in little 
hope of the Act buing adoptud to any satisfac- 
lory extant. 

“Tko difficulties are abnormal, Tho cou- 
ditions, for instance, which govern Whiteloy's, 
Harrod’s, and . Jiky  oatublishments ‘are 
very remote from those which control tho 
small, struggling tradesman, : 

“The Act, too, does not giveany satisfactory 
definition of » trader, and that makes it all the 
more unlikely thatthe necossary two-thirds of 
the ahopkevpors in any district will consont to 
ie adoption.” ; 

, Another. great obstacle ia Loudon i+ that

' JAPAN AND PROTECTION. 


VIEWS OF COUNT OKUMA, 

In arecent sumber of the Tokyo Beonomist, 
which is now odited by Mr. K. Noritake in 
anocession tothe late Mr, ‘Taguchi, appears an 
article by Count Okuma desling ‘with tho 
advisability or ctherwiss of adopting a proteo- 
tion, and considoes that though'at first sight 
it may appear bonoficinl it would in reality do 
wiore harm than good to. the renl intorests of 
tho country. ‘ 

Count Oleuma observes that the proteotive 
policy, which-bad ita origin in Gormany, sateadi- 
ly aproading to other paxts of the world, not 
excopting Japan. As for as profient appoaranovs 
indicate, it sooms’ likely, oontinued the Count, 
that thero will bo considerable accession to the 
ranks of protectioniats iu Japan in the future. 
Despite-th» fact that ocouomic phenomena are 
not always regulated by theories, there bas 
been a diutinet tendency for the Japangse 
Governmont, in its financial administration, to 
blindly follow text-book’ theoriea, paying 
little attention to the actual condilion of tho 
country, Whe result has been that the Govorn- 
ment, in its eagerness to encourage home 
industries, has now come to-engayga in various 
enterprises itself, such as tho tobacco and 
salt trades. In ngland, after the national 
upheaval following the repeal of the Corn 
Laws, the protective policy was diseurded and 
a pormanont basis for Free: Trade Inid. In 
Japan thore has beon a decided tendency since 
tho war in favour of protection, and the ground 
held by the freo traders is being sivadily 
encroached upon by protectioniaty. Of course 
the Guverumont is seurcely in a position to 
carry ont its protective mensures at. will; 29 
long ax the Conventional ‘Tsrifhs remain in 
force, but thero is every likelihood that whou 
it ia freed from the presonl rosivictions a few 
years hanco, it will launch out upon o policy of 
protection, 

One of the reasons that has induced the Gov. 
erument to, favour the protection pringi ple ia 
probibly tho fear, of tho continuation of excosy 
of imports over exports, Tho want of equili- 
brium in trade, however, must be attributed to 
tho wholesalo introduction of foreign capital, 
which id redorted to by the Government as well 
tas private undertukings, Under such circum: 
stances, the expansion of the currency and ihe 
consequent riss in the price of general -commo- 
dities is inevitable. ‘This will not only bring 
distress to the majorily of people, espovinlly 
amoug oflicials earning meagre salaries, but it 
will nocossatily rewult in the awelliag of admin- 
istrative expenses, To increaséd the cost of’ 
‘living wanong people of limited meas has au 
evil jafuence on the susesplibilities of society. 
Thor’ wasn tine when every moans at secrecy 
was resorted to by the Government in the 
! process of “buying up” mombers of’ ihe Diot, 
‘ but corraption is now carried on openly 
' without auy thought of shame or atlempt at 
 concesIment. Such deterioration in the 
standard of morality’ may be attributed in a 
‘measure to the.inereusing difficulty of living. 


‘Chis is owing to the rise in prices, brought 
fabout by tho blunders committed by the 
Govoermmont after the war of 1894-5, Tho 
excess of imports)over oxports ever since the 
Japiu-China war has been very great, and 
bthe consequences was that alihough much of the 
500 million. yen of tho war indemnity was 
brought to Japan’ in the form. of 
builion and minted at Osaka, the treasure 
found its Way to England before long, In 
short, the indemity simply passed. through 
Japon on its journey? mt . 
Continuing, Count Oknus maintains that 
the movement, iu favour ofa protective polivy | 
is being supported by financiers. and other 
business mon of superficial views, apparently io 
anticipation of an advyerse-tide of trade that is 
likely to arixo inthe future. Tho imposition 
ofaduty on rice, which is now the subjeot of 
much controversy, maybe taken ay an example 
of the blundors which may be. committed in 
tué name of protection, Sip:’nese rice has 
nover suffered, in, competition with foreign 
rice to such an oxtent as to interfere. 
with its production, On tho contrary, with 
the improvement iu tho method of cultiva+ 
tion, the: yield is yearly incroasitig and 
also the price. There exists absolutely no 
necessity to profoct the home industry by 
tariff mesus. It would be far’ more to ‘the 
interest of Japan to devote altontioa to the 
development of hor rower of production than to 


of protection, It is true that America is 4 
protective country und bos a larger amount of 
oxports thay imports, bat this is not surprising 
in o country like America, which has much dabt 
abroad. Japan hos been made famous in a 
night, so to speak, and admitted into the council 
of the great nations. In point of wealth, however, 
sho is for bélow other countries, The Japanese 
havo spent in thy war au wmount of muney such os 
they have never hundled before, and consequent- 
ly their notion of the value of money haa bean. 
so unduly exaggerated .ag<to be wholly incon- 
sistant with their true financial standing, In 
their eaperness to xecover the money they havo 
expended, itis not npnaturel that's speculative 
tendency shculd be sroused among tho people, 
who way now be iaduced to regsrd protsotion 
8.0 universal panaces. Herein lies danger to 
tho trae interests of the country.~.It is advis- 
able that public mer, slould ponder, concludes 
Court Okume, before the protective doctrine is
